morning 
State’s Attorney Longenecker sent for 
John P. Beggs, the lawyer. 
Alexander 
Sullivan’s young friend responded to the 
call, and for two hours tho two had an 
V earnest conference in regard to Mr. Beggs’ 
i knowledge of the inner workings of Camp 
20. 
Just what was said can not be told, 
but it is pretty well understood th at the 
State’s Attorney questioned Beggs far 
more closely than did the coroner’s jury. 
Beggs was as non-committal as he was 
on the witness stand. 
He forget w hat­ 
ever it was not convenient for him to 
know. 
Later in tho day the State's A t­ 
torney 
had an interview 
with Supt. 
Hubbard, who had much to tell him of the 
story told by Detective Palm er’s squealer 
about Camp 20. 
The State’s Attorney ad­ 
mitted having received a letter naming 
the inner trial committee appointed by 
Beggs, but further than that he would not 
say. 
That he has much information about 
the workings of the inner circle now is 
certain. 
I he queer course pursued by Mr. Ed­ 
ward Spellman of Peoria, somewhat dis­ 
concerts him. 
The State’s Attorney has 
been trying for several days to get a t the 
records of Camp 20, with a view to sum­ 
moning every member before the grand 
j ury. 
Tho records have mysteriously dis* 
appeared. 
Tile secretaries, O’Connor and 
Cannon, do not know where they are, and 
it is hinted that they are destroyed. 
It is 
stated by friends of the murdered man 
th at Edward Spellman prepared the way 
for this destruction by disbanding tho 
camp Monday. 
The camp being dis­ 
banded, it follows th at the records have 
been burned, j ust as the records of the 
Clan-na-Gael were burned a t the Boston 
co nvention. 
Mr. Longonecker wanted an explanation 
from Spellman on these points, and made 
out a subpoena for him. 
But Spellman 
had left for some parts unknown Monday. 
Mr. Longenecker now wants Spellman 
worso than ever, and said that if he could 
not be found in the city a man would be 
sent to Peoria to fetch him. 
But the records are not essential to a 
thorough investigation of Camp 20. 
Mr. 
Longenecker has been furnished with alist 
of the members by a former officer. 
Two 
policemen who belonged have assisted him, 
and he will bo able to obtain all tho in­ 
formation he may desire before the grand 
jury. 
The police have not yet received definite 
information that Cooney has been arrested. 
Several promising clews, however, are 
being looked up, and it is believed th at be­ 
fore very long the suspect will be behind 
tho bars. 
The polico issued a circular photograph 
this morning descriptive of Cooney, as fol­ 
lows: 
‘ ‘Patrick Cooney, Irish, about 25 years 
old, 6 feet 6J inches tall, 155 pounds, full 
chested (43-inch girt', round face, sallow 
complexion, slightly 
pock-marked 
and 
freckled, light-blue or gray eyes, b rown 
hair and reddish horseshoe mustache.

is an intelligent talker and has a slight 
English aecent, is quick and precise in 
movements, and acts as though he had a 
m ilitary training. 
* ‘He is wanted for the murder of. P H. 
Cronin. 
All information should be ad­ 
dressed to George W. Hubbard, general 
superintendent of police, Chicago ” 
Twenty thousand or thirty thousand of 
these circulars will be printed and scat­ 
tered broadcast over this country and the 
Canadas and some will bo sent to the 
English authorities at Scotland yard. 
Cooney is not the only man th at Chief 
Hubbard and his officers are after. 
They 
are on the trail of several suspects who 
disappeared 
after the murder of Dr. 
Cronin, and Florence Donohue, a shoe­ 
maker, is one of the men thae tho police 
would like an explanation from. 
Donohue 
boarded with Mrs. 
Dillon, at 374 West 
Taylor street, but about a week after the 
m urder he suddenly left, and, 
if the 
authorities could only get their hands on 
him, he would be detained. 
Donohue is known to be a Clan-na-Gael 
and an Irish nationalist of the most radical 
character. 
He was rather extravagant 
with the use of his money before he left, 
and this alone the police regard as a suspi­ 
cious circumstance. 
It is said th at the 
police have found tools in Donohue’s shop 
th at m ight have been used to beat out the 


I brains of Dr. Cronin. 
The police do not know whether the man 
had any connection with the crime or not, 
but his description tallies to a certain ex­ 
tent with that of one of the mysterious 
“ Williams brothers,’’ and he may be the 
smaller of the two who hired the Carlson 
cottage.

Colum bu s, Ohio, June 26.—The Repub­ 
lican State convention m et in the Metro­ 
politan opera house with 828 delegates and 
over 1,000 spectators present. 
Congress 
man McKinley’s appearance as a delegate 
from the Eighteenth district was greeted 
with enthusiastic applause. 
The Rev. Francis E. Marston of Colum­ 
bus opened the convention with prayer. 
The Hon. W. C. Cooper presided tem por­ 
arily and addressed the convention. 
His 
rem arks favoring civil service were not 
enthusiastically received. 
The mention of 
Gov. Foraker’s name called forth an ex­ 
pression from the convention that indi­ 
cated the sentiment of the delegates on the 
probable nominee for Governor.

th&igh it is to be hqped that none of thflm 
will ever havo to tfrlftr one. 
For all that, 
they may be glad to know something about 
the process of making them, a process thus 
described by the Pittsburg Dispatch: 
The first operation is the making of the 
lipks. 
The material c6fnes in coils, each 
Containing from eighty to ono hundred feet 
of round Iron rod, which is of uniform di­ 
ameter and of various sizes, correspond­ 
ing to the various styles of chains. 
A piece of this wire is placed in the 
groove of a powerful machine, the wheel 
is started, a twisting motion imparted, and 
the iron comes forth in a spiral roll, look­ 
ing as the outor strand of a rope might if 
separated from the component parts. 
The groove into which the 
iron is 
pressed, and the spindle-liko arrangem ent 
about which the coil is formed, make the 
coil exactly uniform throughout, the links 
being the same distance apart, and of the 
same *size. 
The machine does its work 
rapidly; but little lime is consumed in con­ 
verting the eighty or more foot of rod into 
shape for chain links. 
The next step in the manufacture of a 
chain is the cutting of tho links. 
The 
spiral coil goes from the hands of tho first 
workman to another who places it in a 
long sheet iron trough, suspended as high 
as a m an’s head, ono end being consider­ 
ably lower than the other. 
One end of the coil is then submitted to 
the operation of the cutting machine, 
which at a single blow strikes off enough 
of it for a chain link. 
The machine is 
regular and rapid in its motion. 
The 
workman has only to hold the iron in 
position, and from two hundred to two 
hundred and seventy-five * links are cut 
every minute. 
They drop into a spout, 
and roll therefrom into a small cart, which 
is hauled away when full to tho welding 
department. 
So far all tho work has been done w ith­ 
out tho agency of heat, hut the chain can­ 
not be completed without tho agency of 
fire. 
Tho final operation is welding tile 
links together. 
Standing beside a furnace 
in which a hot natural gas fire is blazing, 
the workman seizes a piece of tho white- 
hot metal with his tongs, 
places it on a 
die, and putting his foot on a treadle 
causes a spring hammer to descend, 
i. jug 
shape to the link. 
Two other turns and two more blows of 
the hammir, and the link is completely 
formed and welded together. 
Another 
pieco is then taken from tho fire, and the 
open ond deftly slipped around tho link 
Just formod. 
It is then operated upon 
just as the first link was; another is added, 
then another: the chain is growing rapidly 
—so fast, inueed, that two feet or more of 
it has been finished before tho rod glow lu.s 
died out of the first link welded. 
Of the small chain, which tho workman 
is now making, 
the welding of throe 
thousand links is considered a good day’s 
work. 
More can bo made of a smaller 
size, and less of a larger. 
It is hot and 
noisy work.

March.

ovor, 2 cents a mile; 1,000-mile tickets at 
$20 in the lower peninsula and $25 in the 
upper peninsula; books to be good for the 
purchaser and his family for two years, 
with redemption for unused portions thirty 
days after the expiration of date, in 
which case the miles traveled are to be 
figured at 3 cents. 
The rate for upper 
peninsula roads earning less than $3,000 a 
mile a year is 4 cents a mile; for roads 
earning over $3,000 a year, 3 cents a 
mile.

Saturday the farmers of that county gave 
a monster picnic in W illitt’s grove, about 
two railes from tho town. 
All was jollity 
until 
the 
picnickers 
were about to 
start for (home, when suddenly a Miss 
Shaw, who was dancing on one of tho 
platforms, fell in a fit. 
Friends had 
hardly started to apply restoratives when 
two other young ladies were similiarly 
seized. 
The sudden interruption of the 
festivities 
caused very general alarm, 
which was intensified to horror when 
almost immediately others of tho gather­ 
ing to the number of fifty were stricken. 
Several 
doctors 
were 
with 
the 
picnickers, 
and 
these,

powder which he had purchased from the 
new druggist remained, and on examina­ 
tion it was found to be sugar of lead, 
which had been sold in mistake for the 
harmless ingredient. 
The rage of the peo­ 
ple almost amounted to madness, which 
they determined to vent upon Druggist 
Alexander, 
who was a 
stranger. 
A 
crowd qnickly gathered and 
marched 
to his store. Tho shop was locked. A plank 
was torn from the sidewalk and used as a 
battering ram. 
The door was quickly 
broken down anet tho maddened men en 
tered. 
There was no one in the store, but 
this did not decrease their rage, and in a 
few minutes tho stock in trade of the 
druggist was scattered all over the street. 
Alexander, having seen the angry crowd 
approaching, had made good his escape 
from a back entrance and fled to the 
woods. 
Although the majority of thoso poisoned 
are slowly recovering from the effects of 
tho deadly mineral, fourteen of the num­ 
ber are reported to be dying, all being in 
a state of collapse, from which efforts of 
tho physicians have so far failed to revive 
thorn.

Fremont, Ohio, June 26.—Mrs. Hayes 
died at 6:80 o’clock this morning. 
The 
funeral will take place Friday afternoon. 
Mrs. Hayes* death was very peaceful. 
She had several attacks of heart failure 
during the night, but rallied each time till 
about 6 in the morning, when she began to 
fail rapidly until she passed quietly away. 
At the death bed, besides tho family, 
were Mrs. Mitchell of Columbus, cousin of 
Gen. Hayes; Mrs. Huntington, cousin of 
Mr?. Hayes; Mrs. A. M. Miller, and 
others. 
President and Mrs. Harrison sent 
messages of condolence to members of the 
stricken family. 
Gen. Hayes and his four grown sons are 
deeply affected, while Fannie is nearly 
prostrated by grief and her long, sleepless 
watch at her mother’s bedside. 
The en­ 
tire city is in mourning and flags are at 
half-mast. 
Telegrams of condolence have 
been received from many friends, among 
them President and Mrs. Harrison. 
Mrs. Hayes’ maiden name was Lucy 
Ware Webb. She was born Aug. 28, 1881, 
at Chillicothe, Ohio, and was the youngest 
child and only daughter of Dr. James 
Webb and Maria Cook. 
Her grandfather, 
Judge Isaac Cook, came from Connecticut 
in 1781, and he, together with all of her 
great-grandfathers, served in the revolu­ 
tionary war. 
Her father served in the 
war of 1812, and during the cholera 
scourge in Lexington, Ky., in 1833. 
Her mother, Maria Cook Webb, was a 
woman of great force of character and 
deep religious convictions. 
She removed 
to Delaware to have her son educated at 
tho Ohio Wesleyan university, and her 
daughter received the benefit of the same 
instruction and was afterward graduated 
at the Wesleyan Female seminary at Cin­ 
cinnati in 1852. 
Mrs. Hayes was married 
Dec. 13, 1852. 
At tho breaking out of 
the rebellion her husband and both of her 
brothers immediately entered the army, 
and from that time until the close of the 
war her home was a refuge for wounded, 
slok, and furloughed soldiers, going to or 
returning from the front. 
She spent two 
winters in camp with hor husband in Vir­ 
ginia, and after the battle of 8outh Moun­ 
tain, where he was badly wounded, she 
hastened east and joined him at Middle­ 
town, Md., and later spent much time in 
the hospital near Frederick City. 
After the close of the war sho accom­ 
panied her husband to Washington while 
he was a member of Congress. 
She was 
one of the originators of the Ohio Soldiers 
and Sailors’ Orphans’ home, and was on 
its board of directors before it passed into 
the hands of the State. 
While her hus­ 
band was Governor of Ohio she took an 
active interest in all tho charitable in­ 
stitutions of the State.

distinguished 
by

cordiality 
with 
which she received all who came to her. 
Since the retirement of her husband from 
public life she has I eon an ardently inter­ 
ested member of the Woman’s Relief 
corps, and has served during successive 
years as president of tho Woman's Homo 
Missionary society of the Methodist Epis­ 
copal church. 
She has been an honorary 
member of the Society of tho Army of 
West Virginia, the medal of which had 
been presented to her by tho soldiers.

popularity, but this Senator Allison has 
ddne, and seems by doing it to have only 
increased, his popularity and reputation. 
John Sherman, naturally a much abler 
man, tried it and committed political 
suicide. 
Allison never loess his head, as more 
brilliant men frequently do. 
He has been 
in Congress twenty-five years, eight years 
in the House and the remainder of the 
time in the Senate, and during all that 
period Of activity has plodded along quiet­ 
l y not doing anything startling, but keep­ 
ing his eyes wide open, taking an interest 
in legislation, making friends with the 
leaders, keeping his record free from sus­ 
picion of scandal, and watching keenly tho 
currents of public opinion. All these years 
of quiet observation have made him a 
good politic tan. 
Here is what a Washington correspond­ 
ent has to say about the man from Iowa. 
The prophecies must bo taken fi r what 
they are worth, like all human predictions 
of the futuro: Some of his fi iends say that 
the next Congress will witness quite a 
moderation in his views upon revenue re­ 
duction and that he will advise his party 
to take a less extreme position than they 
took in the last Congress, with hope of 
checking any exodus that there may 
be 
from 
tho 
party 
because 
of 
its 
extreme 
attitude. 
On 
tho sil­ 
ver question tho 
Iowa 
Senator 
is 
also a remarkably clover trimmer. 
In 
private conversation his views expressed 
are as sound as any Eastern financier could 
ask, but in public speeches he always seems 
to have in mind the electoral votes of tho 
silver-producing West. 
His chief roason 
for refusing the Secretaryship of 
the 
Treasury under Harrison was the fear thut 
he would have to declare himself decisively 
with the West or with the Rust on tho 
question of silver coinage, and now he is 
said to be thanking his stars for this as 
well as other reasons that ho is not in tho 
President’s Cabinet. 
This is Allison’s third term in the Senate. 
It will expire in two years and he will lo 
re-elected probably. 
Then look out for 
the Presidential nomination of 1892, if you 
don’t want Allison to get it. 
His friends 
expect him to get it, though they are not 
saying much about it now. 
And why 
shouldn’t he if the party doesn’t want 
Harrison again? 
Among Loth parties 
there is a strong prejudice against Eastern 
candidates, and the desire to nominate a 
Western man will become all the stronger 
with tho admission of the new 
States. 
The West has other good Presidential 
timber besides Allison, but none of it 
seems, from tho present point of view at 
least, to bo so available for party pur­ 
poses. 
Allison would enter the field with 
probably the solid backing of tho Repub­ 
lican Senators. 
None of the Senatorial “club” is more 
popular. 
Tho Iowa Senator is now also 
one of the most influential men in the 
Horseshoe. 
Tho older statesmen, of tho 
Edmunds, Hoar and Sherman type, are 
losing their grip, and the more active and 
younger men like Allison and Aldrich and 
Spooner are coming to the front as wise 
leaders. 
Although Allison is (9) years of 
age, ho is looked upon as one of the younger 
men because ho affiliates more with them 
and is still so full of energy and industry. 
He will bo an Interesting man to watch 
during th e next three y ears.

One of our large tobacco dealers said 
to a Gazette reporter last evening, 
that

acreage 
of 
tobacco 
set 
in 
Rook 
county 
this 
year 
is 
considerably 
larger 
than 
it 
has 
been in two years. 
In Borne instances, 
the cut worms are doing more or less 
damage, but, probably nothing serious 
from this source; *will result. 
The ’87 crap is practically out of the 
mar Aet. 
The 1888 crap is going through the 
sweat in good shape. Probably not more 
than 5 per cent of the crop remains in the 
hands of the growers. 
The ’88 orop is already commanding 
considerable attention from the manu­ 
facturers in New York. It will be a very 
desirable binder crap and Wisconsin to­ 
bacco will be more desirable for this pur­ 
pose then that fioin any other section 
with the exception of,that raised in Con­ 
necticut. 
Pennsylvania tobacco may 
possibly be equal to but will not excel it. 
The better grades will be used by the 
manufacturers and the lower grades ex­ 
ported. 
The market of this country is pretty 
bare of well cured old leaf. This gives 
a premising outlook for prices for this 
year’s crop. 
In a nnm ter of other states the acreage 
will be quite large this jeer. In some 
localities it is much larger than last year. 
In this county the crop i9 pretty muoh 
set out, although a few large fields re­ 
main to be set. 
At Suffield, Connecticut, nearly every 
farmer has finished setting bis tobacco. 
The cat worms are nnnsnally scarce, 
only a very little tobacco having been 
destroyed by these pests up to this tim r» 
The ajroage is somewhat increased this 
year; more in seed leaf than Havana. 
At West Cornwall there are few farmers 
who do not cultivate tho weed. 
At Utica, N . Y„ the plants are doing 
well, considering the cold weather c f the 
past few weeks. The acreage will be 
large this year to compare with the large 
prices paid for the ’88 orop. 
In Masraobnsetts growers have bad 
good weather for setting. The acreage is 
somewhat increased this year. 
The ’89 
crop is all set, the growers improving 
the favorable weather [of the past few 
days. The crop is looking well and the 
growers are somewhat encouraged at tho 
prospect of better prices. 
At Lancaster, Pennsylvania, about 200 
cafes of old tobacco were sold by the lo­ 
cal dealers last week. There is a good 
demand for low grade wrappers and fil­ 
lers of the crop of 1888 for export. B’s 
and C’s of the ’87 end ’88 crops are also 
in demand. 
The growing tobacco is doing well, 
but it bas had all the rain it needs for 
the|present. 
At one or two pisces in Connecticut 
the ont worms are doing a good deal of 
damage, bat in the majority of cases the 
tobacco growers have little reason to 
complain in this respect. 
The season in 
nearly all locations bas been one of tbe 
best for setting tobacco, and this work is 
practically finished. 
In 1879 our exports of |leaf amounted 
in value to $25,157,364. In 1880 it sunk 
to sixteen millions, rose in ’81 to 18, in 
'82 to 19, in ’85 to 21, till it reached in 
1886 its highest Agora of $26,926,544. 
It 
slightly decreased in 1887 [to $25,637,983 
and last year to $21,507,776. 
While the 
loss in the export trade of corn amount­ 
ed in 1887 to 50 per cent, and in 1880 lo 
COper oent., the export trade in tobacco 
showed in 1887 a slight increase and a 
loss of bot 15 per cent, in 1888, which 
will undoubtedly be made good again 
this year.
